Centennial Opening. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—It is a 
legal holiday. All business is susp- 
ended. The gates were opened at 
nineo’clock. The sky was cloudless. 
The Foreign Commissioners = and 
other distinguished visitors had spec- 
ial entrance, and were seated with- 
out cupfusion. Fully fifty thousand 
persons were on the grounds. The 
ceremonies opened with airs of all 
nations under the direction of Theo- 
dore Thomas. Prayer~by the Right 
Rev. Bishop Simpson anda Hymn by 
John Greenleaf Whittier. The pre- 
sentation of the buildings to the 
United States Centennial Commis- 
siou by the Centennial commiesioner 
John Welsh. Cantata by Sidney 
Lanier, of Georgia. Presentation of 
exhibition to the President of the 
United States by Jos. R. Hawley. 
Proclamation of the opening of the 
International Exhibition of 1876 by 
the President 
[We omit opening speech of Gen. 
Hawley. | 
At 10.30 a.m. Dom Pedro was es- 
corted to a seat by Gen. Hawley. At 
10.45 a. m. Gen. Philip Sheridan and 
wife passed over from the building to 
stand in front of the Memorial Hall 
during the rendition of National 
airs, greeted with great applause, 
closely followed by Hon. J. G. Blaine, 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, and wife. 
At 10.55 the President entered 
through Memorial Hall, and was con- 
ducted toa seat on the front of the 
latform. Gov. Hartranft, Gen. Haw- 
ey and Hon. D. G. Morrill occupied 
seats on his left, while Messrs. John — 
Welsh and Goshorn were on his right. 
Fred. Douglass, by some mischance, 
worked his way through the crowd 
and was helped over the ropes by of- 
ficers and conducted to a seat on the 
platform. He was greeted with 
cheers. At 11.30 the Wagner Cen- 
tennial Inauguration March was per- 
formed by an orchestra under the di- 
rection of Theo. Thomas, at the con- 
clusion of which Bishop Simpson of- 
fered up devout prayer, during the 
rendering of which the vast assem- 
blage stood with uncovered heads. 


The Solonica Massacre=-Report of the 
Foreign Consuls. 


Paris, May 10.—The_ correspon- 
dence of the Universelle says the 
foreign governments have forward- 
ed the following account of the 
origin of the disturbance at Salonica 
to their legations in Paris: ‘*The 
Amerizan counsel was at the rail- 
way station when his attention was 
attracted by the cries of a christian 
girl. She wassurrounded by a sccre 
of mussulmen wh» wanted to take 
her foreibly to the mosque. The 
eonsul took the girl under his pro- 
teciion ; while he was seeking infor- 
mation eas to her nationality, the 
German and French Consuls were 
separately informed that a woman 
belonging to their respective nations 
had been dragged intoa mosque. 
They consequently repaired to the 
mosque where they were beaten to 
death. 

Lonpon.—The Paris correspondent 
ofthe 7imes learns that the American 
Consul fearing the mob would suc- 
ceed in forcing his house sent the girl 
to the German Consulate. The mob 
in the mosque compelled the Ger- 
man Consu! to sign an order for her 
delivery, and then murdered him.

nished to the effect that Buckner, col-

A Pieasant Ci‘ y--Rival Mayors-Whis- 
key indictmentse-Striker’s Mobs. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—Mr. Hayne 
opened an office and issued license, 
ete., affixing bis signature as Mayor. 
Mr. Calvino issu a proclamation 
warning the people against dceing 
business under such licenses. The 
whiskey trials of Munn, Wadsworth 
and Ward which were set for to-day 
jhave been postponed until Friday.

The Transfer of Government Accounts

New YorK, May 10.—Henry 

Clews was examined by the naval 
committee. He testified he knew 
the President was actuated in favor 
of removing the government asc- 
counts from Barring Bro’s & Co. by 
reason of the meanacing attitude ex- 
isting between the United States and 
the government of Britain in conse- 
avence of the Alabama claims, The 
President censidered it safer for the 
government business and secrets to 
be confided to faithful and patriot- 
ic citizens rather than to those who 
would be likely to join the enemy 
in case of hostilities. The President 
wasofthe opinion that it wasthe 
duty of the government to give 
all honorable advantages in 
its power to its own . citi- 
citizens in preference to foreigners. 
Clews’ house was engaged in new 
railroad enterprises, but so was that 
of Baring Bros. Clews stated that 
he had paid no money to any 
officer of the Government or any 
other person for intiuence. 


Application for Pardons of Convicted 
Distilicrs. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—A strong 
application was recently made to the 
Attorney General and the President 
forthe pardon ofa large number of 
illicit distillers in the South, par- 
ticularly in Georgia, but, acting upon 
the views of.fevenue officials, thus 
far pardons have been refused. The 
applications seemed to be for a whole- 
sale pardom of ‘these prisouers, the 
cases being those of comparatively 
slight offences and the petitions sct 
forth that they had already been suf- 
ficiently punished. The applications 
not having been favorably acted up- 
on, renewed petitions have beed pre- 
sented giving specific cases in which 
the clemency of the governmeut is 
invoked; there are quite @ number of 
them now befors the Attorney Gen!!.
